Applicant.equests thatthe amendment ofMarch 15, 2004 not be entered. Tnerequestis

Applicant notes with appreciation that the Examiner has allowed claims 14to 18. These 
claims are retained unchanged 

Applicant also notes mat the Examiner has indicated that dependent claims 2 to 4 would 
be aUowable if re-written in independent form including all of me limitations of the base claim 
any rat ervening claims. It is noted that new claim 26 is identical to dependent claim 2 written in 
^dependent form and new claims 27 and 28 correspond to fb^ 

onnew claim 26. New claims 29 to31are new claims based on claims 5 to 12 but dependent on 
claim26. As claim 26 is allowable, all of the dependent claims should be allowable. 

It is noted also that, in the Office Action dated July 8, 2003, the Examiner indicated that "
